The specification is objected to because of the following typographical errors: 

- the "client computers 6,8-" (page 5, line 34, page 6, line 1): the "6.8" is not 
proper; it appears that it should be "client computers 6 and 8" since as seen in 
figure 1 , there are two client computers 6 and 8 

- the "category data 38" (page 7, line 21) and "category data 18" (page 7, line 23): 
as in figure 2, the reference number for the category data is "38", and thus, the 
"18" is not proper 

- the "Figure 7" (page 10, line 16): it appears that it should be Figure 9 since figure 
7 does not have the left hand portion showing a series of hypertext links with all 
of the graphical data from the source page removed.
